17.—-Belief that Ira Sparks, known all over the 


North Pacific as the “praying carpenter,” whose tiny sailboat, the 
Dauntless, was found stranded on a beach at Gatsuan Island on the 
coast east of Zamboanga, Mindanao, last August, may be alive and lost 
in the fastnesses of Gatsuan, was expressed today by Gov.-Gen. Wood. 


Gov. Wood, who has just re- 
turned here from an inspection 
trip, states that he touched at 
Gatsuan Island, where he found 
bedding which very likely belonged 
to Sparks. He is notifying Mrs. 
Lenfesty of Peru, Ind., Sparks's 
home, of the discovery. 

Sparks's exploits have made him 
a favorite topic of conversation 
among mariners from Honolulu to 
Manila 


Sparks, a zealot with much rell- | yard. 


gion but little cash, first came into 
the limelight when early in 1923 
he had himself shipped in a pack- 
ing box from San Francisco to Ho- 
nolulu to save passenger fare.

- BACKFIRING SUCCEEDS 

Plans for a new thrust at the 
fire were possible because of the 
victory scored by the weary fire- 
fighters along the now famed 
Clamshell fire break, extending 
from the foothills of Monrovia up 
the mountain to Monrovia Peak, 
along the ridge separating Mon- 
rovia Canyon and the Big Santa 
Anita Canyon. Backflring along 
this firebreak was carried on Mon- 
day night and .Tuesday night and 
was a signal success, with only a 
few spots to be touched. up by ad- 
ditional backfiring last night. 

With the Clamshell firebreak 
holding the flames back from the 
Big Santa Anita country from the 
east, every effort was being put 
forth to prevent the fire from com- 
ing down into the 8 1 Anita 
over the ridge from the forth. The 
firebreak running from Mt. Wilson 
to Mourovia Peak along the ridge 
4s calculated to prevent this. This 
firebreak is practically completed 
but for a small gap. which is ex- 
pected to be closed today, a force 
of some 400 men bending their ef- 
forts to this task. The fire to the 
north of this “‘irebreak about two 
miles west of Monrovia Peak is 
giving the officials some concern. 
MT. WILSON NOT MENACED 

It is emphasized, however, that 
Mt. Wilson is in no danger at the 
present time and that the ob- 
servatory is being amply considered 
in the fire-fighting plans.

PEKING, Sept. 17.—The second 
reported clash between the Chihli 
troops of Wu Pei-Fu and the Man- 
churians of Chang Teo-Lin took 
place today at Wanchiatung, six 
miles north of Shanhaikwan and 
the Chihll border 

The brush between the troops 
of the two armies was said here not 
to have been serious. 

Wanchiatung is the present ter-

a Plot in His Latest 
Film Production 


Theatrical Effects Again 
Furnish Novelty 


Much Appeal to Acting of 
Pirinci pals

Yet another victory for photog- 
raphy, Cecil De Mille has sponsored 

it in “Feet of Clay” 

The picture, which is now show- 
ing at Grauman's Million Dollar 
justifies recognition as 
hig achieve- 
| It is a rather decided 
departure from his past successes 
(but then De Mille seldom repeats 


to predict that it will be one of 
his most popular. 

It is something anyway for 
somebody nowadays to attempt to 
show the road that leads to 
heaven, and though nobody ex- 
pected it of De Mille just yet per- 
haps, he has worked it out with 
the light and shade of skillful 
camera work that is going to com- 
mand admtration. 

De Mille productions may not 
always be something to rave about, 
but at least they can't be passed 
over unconcernedly. He does 
things on the seren, he has dar- 
ing, and in practically every in- 
stance he gives the public some- 
thing to talk about. 

I could utter a voluble oath, ot 
course, and tear my hair, and kick 
the seat in front of me when he 
allows somebody's slippin 
banana peel to bring a 
reconciliation between a husband 
and wife, long-estranged, or 2 
two-bit gas meter helps to bring 
about a last-minute rescue for 
hero and heroine. For these tricks 
are invariably cheap. But it’s a 
fact, I suppose, that with these 
curious whimsical subterfuges De 
Mille does bring his plots home to 
many artistically misguided people, 
though that doesn’t altogether ex- 
onerate him either. 

“Feet of Clay” has all the 
eer ae for which its director 
is noted. The beginning is flashy 
even, too much so in the subtitles.

THE REAL ACHIEVEMENT 

The real plot is the strongest 
dramatic stuff that De Mille has 
in any feature. In- 
“eed, it verges on deeply thrilling 
drama that is essentially modern. 
There is even a note of gloom and 
depression in what transpires, and 
a haunting quality that remains 
with one after he or she leaves the 
theater. The moral equation is 
1 exceptionally well brought 


or really feel that all those 
scenes which relate to the adven- 
ture of the two leading characters 
as they hang on the brink of 
death by suicide touch a trans- 
cendental beauty that is absolute- 
ly new. The whole episode of 
their crossing the border, the long 
march up the pathway of misty 
light, their struggle to return to 
life achieves an impression that 
ia memorabie in its taste and feel- 
ing. It is the first really finished 
attempt made, 
on the screen life after death. 

It is an accomplishment so im- 
mensely above in 
imagination, that 
Marie Dix; who conceived it orig- 
inally in her play, “Across the 
Border,” and Mr. De Mille merit 
laurels of highest praise for the 
way they have, with t assist- 
ance of Bertram Millhauser, 
brought it to the screen. 


A NEW SPARKLER 
The acting is superior. It 


Vera Reynolds. Miss Reynolds 
may not he strictly speaking «& 
De Mille find; but he has gtven a 
new impetus and ap to her 
talent, and that she talent is 
now undoubted. She has risen 
above the flapper ranks, and be- 
come a very clever and sympa- 
thetic featured player. She ise not 
retty, conventionally 

ut she has the delicate sugges- 
tion of magnetism. 

J Faye, too, convinces of 
ability and feeling. Her part is 
somewhat too art at times, 
but her final scenes what really 

eem and make immensely et- 
fective her performance, as & 
whole. 

Rod La Rocque has a compelling 
personality, but I detected a more 
set routine of style in this picture, 
than I have in some of his others. 
He wants more versatility and 
shading of expressing; there is a 
tendency toward the ponderous, at 
times, in his acting in this. . 

De Mille has made much of Ri- 
ecardo Cortez, and has lifted him 
from his more sinister po 
Unto one of rather fine repression 
and sympathy. I think Cortez is 
going to be a person to be reckoned 
with in the pictures.
